A business associate of his painted in glowing 
terms the chances of making "big money", && he expressed it, 
4n the Delta region, om the lower Sacramento River, by taking 
a lease on the rich botton lends, growing potatoes, beans and 
many other crops, that might be in demand. Transportation 
was cheap, a8 they could ship everything they raised by boat. 

So in 1906, just before the fire end earthquake, he 
moved his family to the town of isleton, where he and his a6- 
gooiate had olosed a deal for the lease of one hundred acres 
of this rich delta land. 
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Ry thie time hie wife had given birth to two children, 
a boy and 4 girl. 

Here he remained, making money in some years, end going 
in the "red" in others bub om the average, he wae weld in the 
money. By this time his femily ted inereased to four. 

How comes the year 1926, when everything in all lines 
wee booming, including farminge Europe was at war, making an 
unlinited market for all kinte of manufactured goods and staple 
farm produ ote. | 

It was at this time he got the yice fever. Fortunes wore 
being made in the raising of rice in the upper Sacramento Val- 
ley» Se leaving his manager %o run the ranch, he started out 
to see what he could do in the way of securing a suiteble 
lease, and efter looking over many aifferent tracts, decided 
on a seven hundred acres tract. This Jani wac worthless for 
any other purpoae than the raising of rice, and then only af+ 
ter having an unlimited supply of waters To be prime rice Land 
4% must be virgin soile He had to agree to give the owners of 
thie land 88 ami one third per cent of the net profits, and 
head, in addition, to level and oneck the land, ana pay for the 
waters You could have bought ¢his seme kind of lend two years 
before for $10 per acre, and at that time many leases were be~ 
ing made where the tenants were paying the owmers $58. gaan 
yental per acre a year. They epeak of o1] as “yellow Gold" « 
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At thie time rice was sehling for as high as seven dollars 
per sick, and yielding ae forty to forty-five sacks per 
acre. After seeing all these facts and figures he decided to 
tale the plunge and closed the deal. 

In order to concentrate 01) their attention and time on 
the growing of rice, and needing considerable ready cash in 
order to get started, they disposed of their lease on the 
river. They left their families in tow, moved to their new 
location, established their camp and were soon up to their 
necks in their new venture. 

In the first year they made a aaall fortune; the war 
was still reging and prices held highe His partner wanted to 
quit while the going was good, but they decided to stick an- 
other year. The next year they 414 not mke much, but broke 
better than ever. It was ut this time that ean American, 6 
friend of hie (also in the rice business), knowing the gamble 
they were up against, suggested that he put a eum of money 
aside, aga trust fund for the education of his children. 
Thie he said he did, making no nention of the sun. 

By this time they had gained enough experience to know 
that if they decided to stay in the business another year, 
they should have new land. Their own land by this time was 
getting foul, and chucked with water grass, which got ite 
start by the seede flooding down the irrigation 4itohes. As 
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rice lané must be flooded, and remain under water for weeks, 
it ie almost impomeible to keep the weed ute 

Bot finding new lend, at thie stage of the rice boom 
wes almost impossitle. For, in ites wey, the past three yeara 
were equal to any gold rush of the 014 vest. Fortunes were 
being made on all sides, end there seemed to he no end to 
this new gold field. | 

The next and last year was a flop. The war in Europe 
had cone to a sudden end and the price of rice fell to a 
Little more than a dollar per sack. And at the pay off, af- 
ter cleaning up their debts, they found all they had left 
was some personal property, some live atook, and a few bind- 
ern. These they disposed of, and started back to town with 
little money but a wast lot of experience. 

Hie next venture, he saya, was the reising of atraw- 
berries which he continued for three years and made a little 
money, but he was not satisfied with thie venture. 

About thie time, he was mde a proposition to take over 
& large croherd in e shore plan on the Sacramento River. Here, 
up to the time of the depression, he mde plenty of money 

He thinke this country has been good to him. He has 
reared a family end given them all a good education. He and

Thie man was born in the north eastern part of Japan. 
He is 55 years of age, has five ohildren, two boys ani three 
girls. He was married in Japan, ami all the children were 
born there. He me been in this country 29 years, and hes 
returned to Japan seven times. Upon his return to America 
in 1920 he brought his wife and family. Originally he was 
in the export and import business, and came to this country 
on a visit that lasted two years. Until he brought his 
family Bere, it wae his intention to return to Japan and 
eng hie days there. However , as the years rolled by he lost 
his love for Japan and today he is 100% American both in 
ideale and ideas. Unquestionably he is thoroughly American. 
For years he sent thousands of dollars to Japan. Today his 
entire fortune ($500,000) ‘eo in California. 

The two boys living were educated in the Imperial Col- 
lege. They both attended the University of California also. 
A younger boy died lest year while attending the University 
of California. 

After he had acoumla ted e few thousand dollare in the 
export busineags he decided to invest it. He put in the first 
Bingo game &% Ocean Park. It was an immediate success. He 
installed others at the various beaches dow south and over 
@ period of ten years amassed a fortune of over $200,000. 
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Three or four years ago he decided that if the setup were 
right, a chain ef them in the cities would be e good invest- 
mente He spent 375,000 installing one on Wilshire Soulevard 
in Los Angeles. He got his money back in exactly 22 day6. 
He opened four more and they were gold mines. Naturally, he 
econ had competition, and the abuses became go flagrant that 
hie Bingo game houses were all closed up. Today he has an 
dnvestment of over $500,000 in 12 places. They are all closed 
ang he is paying $6700 a month rent on the closed places. iIn- 
Cidentally, he owms a place here, one in Hl Cerrite ani one in 
Reno. | | 

He speaks with an accent, and his wife does not speak 
Englieh». The children peak flawless English. Their home 
life i6 typically American and their social contacts are 90% 
Gecidental. fhe entire family are atheists. They have no de~ 
sire to return to Japan ani belong to no Japanese organiza- 
tions in this country. 
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His place of birth is about thirty alles east of Tokio. 
It is situated in she county of lbarki Fen. His arents 
were well-to-do merchants of Tokio. They ran a general 
etore; to be more exact, according to hia desoription, it 
corresponded to a department store. He attended and gra- 
duated from a grammar sehool in his village. He next en- 
tered ea pwivate high school in Tokio. In Japan, he @X- 
plained, there are two kinds of schools, private and public. 
fhe only difference is that from the publio schoole one can 
go immediately in Government employment or officers’ posie 
tions in the army, whereas e graduate of a private sohool 
must take an exethination before being accepted in such poe 
gitione. Recently, however, there has been «a moyement to 
Liberabize the educational system and the first step was to 
neers the difference between public and private schools. 
Consequently it ie now necessary to take an examination be~ 
fore receiving a Government position regardless of the 
gsehool of graduation. The privete schools are considered 
a bit finer and higher clase of people go there. The prin- 
cipal of the school this man attended was the private tutor 
to the song of the Mmperor. He is considered one of the 
outetanding charaoter builders in the empire. 

After graduating from high school, this man attended, 
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for a year and a half, a prepsratory school. fhis really 
corresponds to our Junior College except that the Collegs, 
an entirely separate institution, takes three years to com- 
plete. After graducting from thie preparatory course, he 
enrolled in the Waseda University. He specialized in law 
and received a degres corresponding to our bachelor of arts.

His next business venture was the publication of 4 
sports magezine. Four recent College graduates formed & Gor- 
poration, each contributing a share of the money, end each 
being in oharge of a certain department. Hie job was the 
printing of the paper. It was necessary to have their own 
printing office to get the magazine published. He worked at 
this job for two years and then quit to take a better position. 
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A friend without any money, had obtained a patent to 
make charcoal synthetically. They formed a corporation to 
manufacture the product ait 802d stock to finance the ven- 
ture. Their oapital was $300,000 and the shares sold for 
fifty yen (then the exchange was about 54 on the 100). The 
first year wes a fair success but the second summer they got 
overstocked, the warehouse wae full, and they found it im- 
possible to sell fuel during the cummer to pay the wages and 
other bills coming duee Consequently, after about a year 
and a helf of operation, they were forced to close their 
Goorss He had invested all of his money in the venture and 
felt that if he could obtain a loan he would be able to make 
a go of the business. He corresponded with a very good 
friend of his who had been his roommate in College. This 
fellow was established in the linen business in Sacramento, 
end was in very good financial condition. His friend ad- 
vised him to come over to this country and if they deemed 
the project worthy he could obtain loans through his credit. 
Gonsequently he took the trip to the United States for the 
sole pur pose of financing his plent. After a consultation 
of several days, both he and his friend decided that the 
plant did not warrant any further investing. Hefore return- 
ing to Tokio, however, he decided to take a trip to Southern 
California. He had the idea that he might like to go into 
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farming in this country. After a five months trip, he de- 
Gided that he was not interested in ferming. The warm cli- 
mate of Southern Californie did ct agree with him end con- 
sequentiy he was sick a large part of the time. 

Before leaving for Japan he visited Oskland and perice« 
isy. In Berkeley they hed just completed work on the Came 
bridge Apartments, then the outstanding apartment house in 
the entire area, He applied for end received the job of 
janitor in the new apartment house. The salary, cempared to 
what he had received in Japan as a prosperous business man, 
was more than he could resist. This ocourred 21 years agos 
He stayed at the Cambridge Apartments for six years, until 
the owner comnitted suicide. He left his job ana got employ 
ment as janitor of an apartment whieh was one block further 
down Telegraph Avenue on the opposite side of the street. 

He haa been leaaloy es there for the past 15 years. 

He has two children living with him, and hie wife; two 
other children, a boy and a girl of high sohool age, are go- 
ing to school in vekio. They live with his fether who is 
the head of his family. He explained the ayetem of families 
that ie rigidly adhered to by the Japaneae « | 

The father is the bosa of the family. On his death, the 
responsibility is tranefered to the eldeet sons The wife of 
the eldest son ie a yart of her husband's family. A daughter 
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tt is married becomes a momber of her husband's femily 
All gons, except the eldest, usually marry intv a family 
that hae no sons and they assume the reeponsibility of the 
eldest son. if they should merry into « family that has a 
son they are forced to farm a new femily. This last possi«~ 
bility ie very scarce end is conscientiously avoided by 

most Japaneas . 

He doos not intend to Eo beck to hie netive land perman- 
ently, but some aay hopes to visit Tokio. He is not yet sure 
whether he sali cend his children to the University in fokio 
or to the University of California. ie ig wery sorry that he 
is only a janitor, for he ronbers among his clasemater such 
men as the Jaysnese consul in Sean Frenocisco, and some of the 


outstending Japanese educators in the University of Yeacdsa. 
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The informant was born in Gunme irefecture in 1879. He 
was the eldest and only gon of a very well-to-do rice mer- 
chant, who loet hie entire fortune in the atain market. ile 
father died soon after the oa tas tr ophe wnen the boy wea about 
ten. The mother left the children with the grand parents and 
merried into another household. The boy started to work at 
thirteen es an apprentice in @ large silk concern, helping te 
maintain himself and two eisters toa certain degree. At the 
@ame time he attended night sohool to complete his secondary 
education. } 

He eame to the United states in 1900 to learn about West~ 
ern dyes ani methods of dyeing, but atarted to work in season- 
al fruit crop labar and never completed the study. He came to 
the Eastbay in 1906 and while working ata nursery decided to 
atart one himself. During this time he wee sending money to 
his eisters in Jayan Go they might finish echool. leanwhile, 
he borrowed money and vadatts gmail mursery in dasy Oakland. 
He built nis own green hougea and worked hard to make hie busi- 
ness profitable. He went ie the San Francisoo flower market 
@aily and 41d all the Catacuaes work in his hot houses also. 

He married, in 1914, a wold educated woman from his own 
prefecture and continued living in East Oakland until 1916. 
Then he moved to San Lorengo and joined in partnership with a 
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frien he had sent for from his town in Japan. He did the 
selling while the yartner did the cultivating. He dissolved 
the partnership in 1918 and moved to Hayward where he still 
resides with his family. 

He has four acres of land well cultivated with about 
15,000 aq. ft. of green houses. Seoause of the land tenure 
law of 1925 the businese is incorporated to avoid difficul- 
ties of Jani owmership. fhe crops raised are usually various 
seasonal flowers. Carnations are the specialty. 

Previous to the depression he had quite a good income 
because bueiness was good and the soil of iia property still 
fresh. The income was used primarily fa investment into land 
and stocks, of which the last were a total loss. A good deal 
of money was used up in this menner, so that now there is no- 
thing left to show of the "boon" years. 

He has little desire to return to Japan because it is 
too changed from the Japan he knew. lie feels that he would 
be a stranger despite the fact that he is well informed on 
current topios concerning Japan. He thinke America is a much 
easier plaee in which to live than Japan because there ig 
less conventionality. 

He has contributed an acre of his grounds to a Japanese 
echool in his district, and is a member of the loeal council 
which looks after the case of the sohool, appointment of 
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teachers, and fees. He is also an advisor of a young men's 
group. He, nevertheless, bas little faith in the value of 
these Japanese language schools for various reasons. Firet, 
he eays, enough cannot be learned in the period after Amerie 
can achool hours. ‘Then again children are not interested in 
attending these schools. Also, the language and words Learned 
eannot be utilized immediately, hence they a:e quickly for- 
gotten. Furthermore, the schools are expensive to maintain. 
Beeause he thinke thus, his children attend very irregularly. 

Religicusly, both he and hia wife ere nominal Suddhists, 
nolding the services in memory of dead relatives, but not at- 
tending any temple. He is not muah affected by religion ex- 
cept in times of great stress wien the Buddhiet chant will 
eutomatically be repeated. The ecoasion of an sutomobile a&e- 
cident is an example cited by him. 

He lives a very industricus life, with little outside 
con tacta exes st thoss necessary to business. He has « number 
of social duties because of his affiliation with the local 
Japanese Association, of which he ia president. 
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Mr. 5S. came to the United States in 1894. In an in- 
formal talk with him (some twenty minutes )je~he is quite a 
busy man-~-he told me of nis purpose in life. He is a very 
broad minded person, extrenely patriotic to his native soun- 
try, Japan, yet he speaks of the love for his San Franols- 
Go, Los fngeles, Boston, Chicago and New York. He has also > 
lived abroad, in London, reris, Berlin and Milan. iis claims 
he came to this country purposely to introduce Japanese and 
Ordental art to Ameriea. In other words, making money is 
not his first consideration. | 

He ie firet for Japan, and is doing everything to fur- 
ther better understanding between Japan ani the United states. 
Me Se telle me that many internationally famous people have 
eome to his store, not purely for business purposes, and that 
he enjoys conversing with them to make them understand Japane 
He ‘9 a member of suoh societies as the Japan Society, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and the Commonweal th Giub, and is always 
eager to help Americans understand Japan. le is an admirer 
of such personalities as Chester Rowell and Johneon (anti- 
Japanese) for their patriotism to their own ooantry, but de- 
nouneces euch people as the airship designer he, who recently 
atated that Japanese spies were responsible for the Macon's 
loss. ‘These he’@alle unfounded, fantastical lies, flung by 
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Ke to save his face, as the designer of the alrehipa. 

He believes that there are meny Americang who are come 
mendable, but many who are just plain rotten. He believes in 
interma tional trade--he is an internatioml merochant--and he 
believee 411 should be interna ti ona ly minded too. He dlains 
we exchange good qualities fron each other. For example, the 
Pacifica Coast is Oriental in atmos phere, while cities like 
Tokyo are Oeeidental. He believes that only the Kast (that 
is, Eastern United “tates) is purely American, and explicit-- 
ly denounces the pseudo-Americans who denounce Japan untruth- 
fully» Those who do have other blood in them, for originally 
those people @ame over from the. Continent and they are fore 
@igners also. | | 

He eduentes and trains his two sons to be good Americans. 
He owes allegiance to Japan; but Olaius hie sons showld be 
different, because they are der tenn’ He denounces the talk 
of first generetions' assimilating Ameriean ideals. — 

"Why ehould we," he says » “when Japanese ideals are just 
as good." | 

To the matter of returning to Japan, he says, positively, 

"People alwaye have and will return *home*+-Americans in 
Japan have also, haven't they?" 
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He is about 65, is a widower, and has no children. At 
present he is in missionary work amongst his people. He 
comes of a Suddhist wiestly family, from near the Yamato dis« 
trict of Japan. His story briefly is aa follows; 

"Unfortunately I lost my mother when I was six years of 
agee She was a devout Buddhist. Mother departed this world 
leaving five young children... She lay suffering from consump- 
tion for over a year. She wes 28, and i was the second boy. 
This sad memory is even now very deeply engraved on the inner 
recess of my heart. In after years I became a priest in a 
monastery of the Zen sect of Buddhiem, ani in that monastery 
I practised a strict course of study. 

"But, in Japan, mon when they reach twenty yeare of BLS y 
if physically fit, have to enter military service as a duty 
to their country, so I entered the mavy for four years. And 
by my own request I beoame a nurse to the sick. 1 was a 
great joy to me to be charged with nursing consumptive pa- 
tients, since thie was the illness which afflicted my mother. 

“While in military service, by chance, opportunity to 
vead the Bible came to me, but I did not have faith in Christ. 

"when I finished the military service (thirty-one years 
ago) I oame to America, to San Francisco, California. ina 
short time 1 entered ea Christian church, but it seemed to me

I gould not find Christ there. At that time in California 
the Japanese exclusion agitation was quite active. I was 
greatly distressed ami troubled. I1 gould not understand 
why California people who revered Jesus as Lord, and read 
the Bible, should wish to exclude the Japanese. Often I 
had the desire to return to Jagan. 

"After some years, working at laboring work on the rail- 
road and serving in raliaucentar ami other sorta of work to 
mke my living, I had the determinetion thet I must go from 
San Diego through the Imperial Valley to the state of Arizo- 
Be I did thie on foot, walking during the day, and sleeping 
on the ground at night. Every night I gassed at the moon in 
the eky or watched the stars. How wonderful is thet moon and 
those etars hanging in the eky, I thought. And what is this 
globe upon whieh is my bed in the desert? Then too I thought 
upon the Californians who Sere excluding the Jayanese. At 
that time I had elrcady been resding the Bible during some 
ten years of sO. Genesis came to my mind. And were the heav- 
ens end the earth really created by Ged? How marvelous! And 
every night and day considering this mtter, 1 pursued my 
journey. And one night, my iahens who had departed from this 
1ife, when I was six years of age, whispered in my ear (it 
seemed to me) and told me "Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
fear not, believe in the Lora Jesus Christ!" I was not dis- 
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obedient, and by the guidance and grace of the Lord Himself 
I became a believer. Neither with mouth nor with pen can I 
tell the greatness of the joy that came to met 

Since then boldly 1 have told out the good news, by the 
roadside, visiting Japanese prisoners in prigon, and bring- 
ing comfort to the sick in the hospitals. 

In Arizona far a few yoare i hed work ae an attendant 
in a hospitals ‘hen, for some three years, 1 laboured in 
the Japanese Salvation Army in various places in California. 

Thirteen years ago I eet a wife from Japan. Being a 
church member, she laboured with ell her power to bring Ja~- 
paneee people into the church. My wife's mother was a Christ- 
jan, and my wife was baptized at the age of ten years. She 
studied at a Mission achool in Japan, and worked in the Church. 

But unfortunately in 1932 in the latter part of April 
ghe became ill, and in October she was called to heaven. The 
ailment was cancer of the stomach. We have no children. She 
suffered very mach, but in the midst of her sufferings she 
held to her faith in Christ end trusted and praised Him. she 
was treated at one of the best hospitals in Oakland under 
good doctors, one of them a Japanese friend of course We eee 
many friends among the Americans as well as the TOPRBERG 
Many called to visit her. Missionary ess. cand his wife came 
often, and read the Bible to her. 
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When the American chief dootor pronounced her case 
hopeless, she wanted to go to her home. She was allowed 
thie, and was brought by ambulance to our little apartment 
in downtown Oakland. She continued thus for quite a while 
in bed under the care of our Japanese doctor, with nyself 
as nurse, and having the benefit of visite from our friends. 
She was loved and respected by many, and suatained by the 
prayers of her Christian frienis. &t length she peacefully 
departed from this world. 

Porlorn me, having nurged her night ani day, 1 was all 
worn out, and very sad and lonesome. 

My prayer ie that I may give myself to labor for those 
who are in need, or sick pectie’ es pecially for those who 
have nothing, for the sake af the Name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

And my desire res been cranked and 1 have been enabled 
to do such worke 

And now I am about to have my desire fulfilled; to re- 
turn to my native country and labor there among the poor, 
the needy and the sick in the crowled mrts of one of the 
big cities of Japan. 
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The informant was a Japenese correspondent of a large 
daily newspaper in Japan, born in Japan, aged about forty; 
in America fifteen years, one trip to Japan of several 
months, wife Japanese, resident here, two daughters, bor 
in America, ages seven and nine years. 

fhe features of interest are his reaction to Japanese 
militarism as a Japanese liberal and his attitude toward 
immigration of Japanese to America . . 

This man comes from the western part of Japan, near 
but not exactly from, the same district that produces the 
bulk of the Japanese ieediepartes in California. He repre- 
sents the squat, stubby Mongolian type that is not attract- 
ive to Americans. , 

The newspaper he represents is one of the largest in 
Japan and formerly quite liberal in tone. The drift during 
the last four or five years towards the extreme right in 
Japan has brought certain restrictions even on the utter- 
ances of liberalism in newspapers, although newspapers in 
Japan have always enjoyed freedom of expression that would 
be counted libel and blackmail in other countries. lacking 
the outlet of the newspaper, certain liberal writers, includ- 
ing the subjeot of this sketch, have turned to writing for 
Japanese magazines, which apparently still enjoy a degree of 
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freedom, possibly because they do not reach the immense masses 
as do the large Japanese dailies. This gentleman recently had 
published in one of the eeaineee magazines an article which 
was described by the writer ae me as “against Japan". 1 had 
the rare experience of hearing a Japanese openly declare him- 
self "a citizen of the wonasie Such courage is rare. Perhaps 
it is because this man is not in Japan that he ventured 60 
far. The subject of biography No. 4, although liberal, in a 
conversation with me in Japan warned me to avoid the express- 
ion of opinions against imperialism, as "such things are not 
said now in Japan". | 

This gentleman aiscoursed lengthily on the plight of the 
second-generation of Japanese in America and ite probable ef- 
fect on Japanese immigration, or rather emigration, from Am- 
erica. His point is that the large number of Japanese child- 
ren whe have been coming of age in America during the last 
few years, and the practical impossibility of their obtaining 
employment fitted to their education, is giving theix parents 
mush concern. tfrior to hea past few years, say ten at the 
maximum, this question had not yet come to the fore. The 
earlier Japanese immigrants were almost solely males; bache- 
lors or married men who had left their wives and children in 
Japan. Later the picture bride system grew up. Also men who 


had seoured the financial means returned +o Japan to marry, 
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or sent for their wives to join them in America. @he result- 
ing "crop" of children is now coming to maturity. Those born 
here, and even those brought here, before, say, ten years of 
age, are for all intents and purposes, American children. 
Their schooling here, their associations with American child- 
ren, their desire to be regarded as Americans by their sehool 
mates, the resultant feeling of antagonism toward their Japan- 
ese parents who ure the visible causes of their being "oute 
Janders" leave little that is non-American except their physic- 
al appearance. Feeling themselves as much Americans as the 
children of European stocks, they look forward to fitting them- 
selves for life here. They graduate from high-school and uni- 
versity, they study engineering, business, then when the time 
comes to step into the world and make use of this preparation, 
they run against the blank wall of race prejudice. No open- 
ings exe oftered, vain seeking for employment follows; finally, 
the lowly solution of a clerkship in a Japanese curio shop, 4 
vegetable stand or even cleaning-pressing business for a young 
man who had dreamed of bridges, tunnels, and large business 
projects. 

The subject of thés biography states it uis opinion that 
thie situation is causing so much distress not only to the 
second generation, but also to their parents, that it will re- 


sult in a return migration of Japanese from America to Japan. 
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He states that it is this condition that is resulting in the 
establishment of the large Japanese schools recently, aimed 

to re-school the adolescent and adult second generation Japan~ 
ese in the Japanese language, written and spoken, and Japanese 
life in general, in preparation for the day when either the 
young person himself or accompanied by his parents, will give 
up the attempt to fit into Luar oe and will return to the home- 
lend. As noted in previous sketches, the lot of the American 
raised Japanese when he eayerds to Japan is unhappy. lack of 
knowledge of the written Japanese language or cultured spoken 
language, American psychology, make it difficult to find em- 
ployment in Japan. 

One of these schools, designed to facilitate the transi- 
tion of the second eerana sion, Japanese from America to Japan,. 
is operating in San Francisco. The subject of this sketch 
was describing to me (with wah apparent pleasure and satis- 
faction) the happy experience of a young friend of his who 
had taken this course, had returned to Japan, obtained a po- 
sition with one of the large Japanese firms and, contrary to 
the experiences of other young second generation Japanese 
described above, was apparently making satisfactory progress 
in his new milieu. 
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The following story was told by Mx. Kimura of San Fran- 
Gisco who associated with Korekiyo Takahashi, Finance Minis- 
ter of Japan, when he was in this country. 

Korekiyo Takahashi was barn the son of a foot-soldier 
of the Shogumate, in 1854, in the north-eastern part of 
Japan. In spite of she inadequate school system he grew up 
a brilliant student in one of the private schools, and later 
was recognized by a well-known scholar in Tokio City. This 
scholar invited Korekiyo Takahashi to Tokio and made arrange- 
ments for his studying English. He mastered the English lan- 
guage at the age of thirteen. 

In the year 1867, Van Reed, Dutch merchant and Japanese 
soholar, made all the arrangements for Takahashi to go to 
America, and he sailed on the Pacific Mail Company ship "Co- 
lorado" on August e4th. fais Dutchman, Van Reed, was know 
in Jayan as a merchant at that time, and he was first organi- 
ser of Japanese immigration to America. ‘Reed had parents in 
Oakland, Califormia, and Takahashi was sent to the ola Reed 
house as a student. As sean as he arrived in the Reed home, 
they used him for kitchen cleaning, messenger boy and other 
waek, and he didn't have any opportunity to study. The thir- 
teen year old Yakahashi made indignant protests against such 
treatment and demanded that he should have enough time for 
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studying, and he didn't work for several days. 

Finally the Reed family sent Takahashi to liv. Brown, a 
son of the Minister to China. Young Brown owned a store in 
san Francisco and hired a Chinese cook and an Irish couple. 
The duties of Takahashi F700 help in the dining room and 
kitchen mornings and afternoons. He devoted his rest time 
for studying English. A few months later the Irish couple 
quit the job for some reason and Brown asked Takahashi to 
take their plaee in looking after the cattle house. Taka- 


haghi used to ride a horse when he went for his English les 
sous in Japan. He liked it very much so he asked Brown for 
permission to ride if he worked in the cattle house. Brown 
granted his wish and young Takahashi had much fun riding 
horses. . 7 

Brown had a close friend named Captain Roger in San 
Leandro. Roger and his daughter frequently visited Brow. 
One day Roger asked Takahashi to teach imglish to his house 
boy Hobei, a Japanese. ‘Every Sunday Takashi rode a horse 
to Roger's house in San Leandro. Thirteen-year old Takaha-~- 
shi became teacher to the twentypfive year old Hobei. Miss 
Roger helped them in their eeboan ana made tea and eake for 
them. | 

Takahashi worked in Browm's house for almost two years 


and had no trouble. One Sunday he made his usual trip to San 
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Leandro stopping at Alameda to drink water. The water was so 
clean and cold that many people stopped at this perticular 
place to drink water. ‘While he was drinking he found a pocket 
book which contained several stocks of a gold mining company. 
He took them home and asked Brovm what to do with them. Brown 
locked at the stocks and said that they were worth $8,000. At 
that tine any immigrant who nade $3,000 was considered a Success~ 
ful person and returned to his home country. 

The next day Takahashi started to g0 %o the nearest po- 
lice te evcre in Sen Francisco to report as Rea told him to do. 
A Chinese cook named Fee in the same house came out and told 
Takahashi that he was going to San Francisco also. On their 
way to Frisco Fee tried to persuiade Takahashi not to report 
his find to the police. Fee said that he knew of a stook ax- 
change store in Frisco where he could cash the stocks and they 
could each have half of the money in current value. Takahashi 
was too young and honest to do a dirty job. He turned in the 
stocks to the policé and got a receipt for the stocks. 

After that Fee had a very antagonistic attitude toward 
Takahashi and finally takehashi decided 4o kill Fee and follow 
the old Japanese custom by committing harakiri. He wanted to 
use a short sword which was given hin by his fathers who told 
him that if he should commit a dishonorable act abroad he was 
to commit harakiri with the sword. Before he took action he 
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wmt to say good-bye to Brown and told them all about his in« 
tentions. rs. Brown called him into e room end told Taka- 
hashi how silly such an act would be and persuaded him to 
abandon the idea. Then Takahashi told her that he wanted to 
go back to Japan. Lis. Brown Said "You ean't do that” and 
Showed him a paper which stated that Takahashi was given to 
the keed family under a three-year contract. ilu other words 
Takahashi was sold to Reed as & alave and Brown was keeping 
him until the three years were up- The paper carried his sig- 
nature which he placed there when he left Japan. ‘he next 
day he went to a San Francisco attorney's office and told 
about his having been sold a & slave. The attorney said 
that the slave act was abolished and no one hac a right to 
keep any other person under that lawe Then fakahashi sailed 
for Japan. | 

Now Takahashi is eighty-one years old and has a very 
strong influence in the peti tieas field of Japan. Once he 
was premier of the cabinet and he is at present holding the 
Finance Minister's chair. 
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The informant vas a Japanese housewife and business 
woman, (cleaning and pressing), aged about 45, the mother 
of six children ranging in ages from abouts fifteen to twenty- 
five, including two givls and fow boys. The children were 
ali born in Japan. ‘The husbend Was English, but et one tine 
& naturelized Japanese citizen end, finally, & naturalized | 
American citizen. 

Mire. K. comes of Jepanews Samurei (knight) stock, is 
now impoverished and living in a small town. Hr. i.- went to 
Japan in young manhood as newspaperman . He comes of rather 
good social Glass in mae Tenet his elder brother being a ca~ 
non in the Church of nngland , younger brother « profescionel 
men of some sort (doctor or lawyer) and some family relations 
are pergons of title. 

Mrs. K.'s family velngwes samurai stock, had the pre- 
vailing enti-foreign prejudice end opposed her marri: ge with 
Mr. K. After much difficulty the marriage too place but only 
on the condition that he should become naturalized a Japanese 
subject, and be adopted into the wife's fumily, asauning the 
Jepenese family surname. This procedure was foilowed, al- 
though not entirely with god grace on the husband's part. 

There followed some fifteen years in Japan, during which 


time lr. Ke gave up his newspaper work and became a toacher 
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of English in the Japanese government school. Six children 
were born, and apparently were brought up very umeh as Or- 
dinary Japenese ohildren, those reuching school age being 
sent to Japanese gohools, not to foreign schools, as is the 
usuel couse of Gurasien children whose parents are legally 
married or openly co-hebiting- The children were also given 
Japanese names instead of foreign nancs usual among sura- 
sians. 

The position of naivurulizead Japanese, aud adopted son 
of « gepanese family, and fesher of six children who seemed 
destined to become taentified with the mse of the Japanese 
population, apparently became inereasingly distacteful to 
ir. Ke; gradually ie ty eaaer his efforts to turn the course 
of ris life and family toward the forsign side, but was mt 
with bitter opposition not only from Mrs. k., but also from 
her yarents who were amd fully in a legal position to veto 
any uction of ii. K., even to prevent his leaving Japan. 
Several ysers of very ye infu. friction ensued at the end of 
which lire K. finelly was able to leave Japan with his wife 
aud ehnildren and come to America. livse Ke was still strongly 
and decidediy vocal in her oppogition to this move. Her 
main efforts centered in keeping the children strictly Japan~ 
ese and preventing her husband from escaping from his Japan- 


ese citizensiuip. 
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The family on errival in America (some 16 years ago) en- 
countered financiel emberresement and lack of employment; ir. 
Kk. wae finally obliged to become an agri culturel Laborer 
(fruit picker} ¢o supnort his fanily. Usving never done me- 
miel labor, his strencth wee not evtfictent for iis work, and 
he was obliged to vive it up. While attending 6 bookkeeplag 
sehool he chencedé to note a newepeper advertisement of a tour- 
iet agency mentioning @ world cruise. Communicating with the 
agene:, and mentioning his experience. of Japan and knowledge 
of the Jepanese Jangueges, he was happily given employment as 
@ cruise conductor and guide. He hag continued in this line 
with intervals of vnemployrent up to the present tine, making 
many trips aroung the world on these cruises and between time 
acting es guide to pereonally conducted tourist parties in 
Americe and Europe. His ineome, during most of this pericd, 
ranged around $200 a month, plus travelling expenses. 

Hie unemployment dates from ebout four yeers ago- in- 
creasing age end incressing iUenature probably contributing 
to the failure of the tourist agencies to aveil themselvee of 
hie services. His ahempiovsent eaused gome financial embar- 
resement to the family, end his wife invested scme of their 
savings, and some funds obtained from Mr. K.'e femily in Eng- 
land, in the purchese of an elready existing Cleaning and 


pressing business. During the past several yeers, bree Ke 
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has given practically all of her time and energy to this 
business, spending habitual y somé sixtecn ic eighteen hours 
& day in this shop. in this che igs ascistea by one of her 
Sons, & voy now of Sous twenvy ycar's. 

To revert to the @ffortcs of Lire. &. to prevent the drift 
of her husband und children away from their Japanese Culture; 
es was to bs expected the eficot of the Auerican vironment 
goo made itself felt on the children. One of the fired 
steps wes the adoption of ti! tronslation of their Japenese 
given nenes into English, and the abandonment of the Japanese 
surnene, end the use of the hus bend 's English surname. ithe 
eldest children heving been exposed to Japanese cuiture yor 
a longer period than the fouheee Gunes, exhibiicd ices speed 
in this change. fhe eldest son retained his Jayanese given 
name some ten yoers efter arrival in America, until, in Uni- 
versity life, he apparently enoowumtered some social optra- 
Gism or wished to conceal his hali-Japanese parentage. At 
this time he arbitrarily adopted an occidental given name 
and requested his family and friends to cease using the Ja- 
panese name. whe change has proved somewhat slow as many 
friends, in unthinking moments, still call him by his Japan- 
6se nane and sometimes are unable. at tae moment, to recall 
his newly adopted name. 


All of the children, and the father, have gradually 
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Gropped intercourse with the Japanese community, with the 
6mception of one son, the third. In the course of her battle 
to preserve the Japanese characteristics of her family, Mrs. 
Ke has apparently fought a lcsing game, and has been forced 
to concentrate her efforts on this ome son. He has foregone 
the university schooling, which the two older sons have en- 
joyed, in order to give fiancee time to assisting his 
mother in her pressing business. He, alone of the children, 
continues to attend the Japanesc Christian Church and to 
maintain friendly contacts with the Japanese community. The 
father continues to be increasingly vituperative against the 
Japanese. The other children seem to have set up a sort of 
defense mechanism against their feeling of inferiority ( on 
account of their mixed race) by proclaiming an exaggerated 
ignorence of things Japanese, and even of members of the Ja- 
panese community whom it is quite evident they must actually 
know. 

The bitterness of lite Ke. against the Japaness continued 
to grow after his coming to America on account of the attempt 
of the Japanese Government ta exert the sume guiding authori- 
ty over him that it wero een over all its nationals abroad. 
fhe Japanese Associations, although ostensibly private organ- 
izations, in reality serve as Japanese sub-consulates. This 


control over his actions and the embarrassment on his world 
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ervuises of having to travel under a Jayanese passport under 
a Japanese surname different from the English name unaer 
wnuich he was known to his employe:s and cruise patrons, &s 
well as the troublesome relations with the Jayanese Immigra- 
tion officials end police on his visits to Japan, led him to 
decide to seek American citizensnip. Here again he was op- 
posed bitterly by irs. K., her fanily, the Japanese govern~ 
ment, and the above-mentioned Jeminese Association. 

{here were also technical difficulties encountered in 
the American naturalization court on account of the wording 
of the law. The law provides that Japanese are ineligible 
to American citizenship by naturalization. Mrs Ke, although 
of the white race, was a Japanese citizen. Another point that 
caused difficulty was the dintas of the six children. Ordi- 
narily the naturalization of @ father automatically confers 
fnerican citizenship upon is minor children. Under this pro- 
cedure the gix children would become American citizens upon 
their father's naturalization. But in other court decésions 
precedents had been set that Eurasians of Oriental citizen- 
ship gould not be naturalized Americans, while those Eurasians 
enjoying American or suropean citizansaip could be naturalized. 
These decisions arose in connection with ths applications for 
naturalization of Eurasians whose parents had never been 1le- 


gally married. 
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In the case of Hr. K.'s children the American na turali- 
zation court wes confronted with these precedents wiieh were 
further confused by the legal marriage and subsequent natura- 
lization of the inglish father «s a Japanese. After consis 
dereble delay, naturalization was extcmied to Mr. Ke. The 
status of the children i have been unabis to ascertain exact- 
ly. Some years ago when the father was first nawraliged (1 
had the information that the court placed some restriction 
upon the skhildren. However, at the wesent time, they make 
some vague Glaims, which they seem reluctant to discuss frank- 
ly, that they are 4merican citizens, with all rights and pri- 
vileges thereunto appertaining. 

The eldest child, a eiahtens retains considerable Japan- 
ese pSychology although she has little contact with the Japan- 
ese community and agsociates mainly with Americans and other 
Burasians. ‘She is a high-school graduate and is at present 
employed as a stenographer ina city export firm's office. 

She devotes her spare tie to University xtension courses in 
foreign languages, art aud designing. 

The eldest son, is now a university graduate student, 
having taken his master's degree in Engineering. lack of en- 
ployment has no doubt led to his decision to do graduate wrk 
and seek his doctor's degree. Excessive study has given him 


some eye trouble, which has become severe enough to cause him 
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to leave school for some months ata tine. 

The second son is a university undergracuate. He has 
spent the past vacation in a trip to Alaska as workman on a 
fishing vessel with a Japancse crew. His contacts with the 
dayaness community have not been as intimate as those of his 
younger brother. fo the surprise of ee of nis friends, who 
had noted his tendency to seék Gontacts with Americans and to 
avoid them with Japanese, ‘he Signed on this Japanesc enter- 
prise with the explanation that he wished to regain his fluen-— 
Gy in the Japanese language with the intention of seeking a 
position with some import-export firm in Japan. He is majore 
ing in foreign trade at the University. 

The segond daughter, also openly expressing distaste for 
Contacts with Japanese, has become a registered nurse and is 
away from home much of the time. She, of all the children, 
inclines most to sees onan Ten Oller Lae but has rataner more 
orkental features than the other children. This is sometimes 
quite noticeable in families of Eurasian children, those of 
lighter coloring and hair having the orisntal physiogony, 
while those of brunette color tend more to foreign cast of 
countenance. 7 

fhe third son, as mentioned above, assists his wothcer in 
her business.

Children have a fair amount of self-assertiveness, this son 
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seems rather shy and retiring. 

The fourth son, now in high school, tends rather to 
the Oriental type, both in coloring and features. His per- 
sonality is yet undeveloped and his eventual psychology is 
herd to forecast. He is studious, retiring ami, being young 
and under the domination of his mother, shows little of the 
anti-Japanese bias of his father and brothers and sisters. 

The language commonly poten in the home has gradually 
changed from the Japanese usage prevailing on their arrival 
in America, to prectically fuli inglish. ‘The mother, scek~ 
ing to obtain employment as a teacher in a Japaneses private 
school, was compelled by California state law to pass an 
exahination in English end kuowledge of American constitu- 
tion and customs. To further uer knowledge of English for 
this examination she mo doubts used the inglish language more 
extensively in the wivacy of the home than she would other~ 
wise have done. Ordinarily, in Japmess families living in 
America, the parents, more particularly the mothers, s peak 
entirely in Japanese with their children. In the case of the 
Ke family I have been unable to detect g@ny use of or even re- 
collection of Japancss Pee anong the children, except the 
one studying foreign trade. 

The children, in common with most Euresiens, are ebove 


the average in facial attractiveness. They tend to be darker 
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in coloring than most Hurasians owing to the fact that their 
English father is exceptionally dark for an imglishman. One

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When I was small 1 could always tell Etas by their 
smell, for they always worked ai jobs that Japanese dis- 
liked. They were grave yard diggers, undertakers, dog 
catcher, slaughter house or veca’ tamnery workers and fur 
dealers. 

Etas came first from Korea and China, but could find 
no work so they had to do the work others refused. As a 
result they were outcasts int lived together,in one part 
of the town or city and married only among themselves. Of 
course in Japan when a aderiaee takes place the history of 
the bride and groom is examined by the parents. If one is | 
found to be an Eta, the marriage is not allowed, with the 
result that they are forced to marry their own kind. 

Ete means dirty in Japanese. The Etas were very much 
like the Jews and were very cero and spent very little, so 
Eta colonies were very riche 

In Japan if you held up four fingers and said "He is 
this", it meant he was an Eta. It signified the Eta's work- 
ing with four legged ete in their various occupations 
such as slaughter houses, pad eatchers, dead horse removers 
and animal skinners. ? 

In 1867 when the Daimyo retured and the Emperor became 
the sole ruler, the Eta scattered all over Japan so people 
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would not know they were Etas and found work much the same 
as the rest of the Japanese. They also went to the publie 
schools and became soldiers. Fifteen or twenty years after 
this time they were forgot ten and not mueh know of them for 
they were assimilated with the rest of the Japanese. 

Today in Osaka there is a large population of about 
20,000 Eta Jiving in one part of the city called Nishi hama 
cho. They sarry on the ere of work as their forefathers 
did, and this part of tow stinks just like your butcher town. 

fhe Eta did not leave Sates beeause they were not edu- 
cated and knew nothing of cares countries. They first immi- 
grated to the Hawaiian Islands about 1900 to 1910, and then 
came to the United States. There are only a few and it is 
difficult to tell them from the rest of the Japanese, for 
they do not mention that they are Eta.

Tsurmi, Japan (between Tokyo and Yokoliama,) September 

4, 1925. On Saturday the first, about two minutes before 
noon this district was violently shaken by a terrifie shock 
of earthquake. Ali apaguntections were broken at once -- 
trains, eiectric cars, telegraph, telephone, wail, electrie 
light, and the cable communication from Yokohama also, we 
hear. It is so.e six or seven miies to the steamer docks at 
Yokohama. I do not know how conditions are, but I will try 
to get t ere on foot, and see ii I can send t..is news by some 
vessel. 

The eartiuquake was followed by fires in Yokohama and in 
Tokyo, bot: cities are in ruins, and great loss of life is re- 
ported. Here, fortunately, no fire has broken out, and though 
there were many houses wrecked by the quake, and soue loss of 
life, it :as not been so great as elsewhere; es eciaily where 
the population is Genser in and around the two big cities. 

At the time of the first great shock of the quake, I was 
on an electric train from Yokohama which was pulling into 
Tokyo Station. I had to walk back home to Tsurmuci, some fif- 
teen miies. uy wife and two little boys were at home. Our 
“sOUBe, aving &@ soOlid concrete fondation, did not collapse, 

though it rocked violently, and was badly damaged. The road 


in front of our house, a filied-in incline, heaved up and down 
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as my wife and boys were fleeing from the house. There are 
great rents in tue road now. 

with our Japanese neighbors, we slept cut of doors for 
two nights in the open lots, while the quakes continued. 
Fortunately the veather is now warm, but rain came the second 
night and I had to gather planks hastily for a roof over us. 
#e feared to be in the house, not knowing what to exp ect. 
But as the earth-quake shocks have iessened considerably we 
are now indoors, and are accommodating some ‘of our Japanese 
neighbors whose houses have been couplietely wrecked. 

Saoke is still rising from the ruins of the two big ci- 
ties; Tokyo, to the north, and Yokohama, to the south of us. 

Ne newspapers appear, and there are all sorts of rumors 
afloat. ‘eroplaskes fiy overhead, and at night we see the 
beams of search-lights from warships which have come up the 
Tokyo Bay, probably from the Yokosuka Naval base, to land 
Yarines, or take on refugees. A troop of cavalry passed 

through on the way to Yokohama; and an engineer corps has 

come down the railway with repair apparatus. It is said 
that steam communication maybe restored soon. 

A Japanese friend from Ikaho, in the interior about 
100 miles away, started from home just after the shock (it 
was slight there) to come to Tokyo to look for friends and 


for us. He had to walk some SO or 40 miles of tie Way. 
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He stayed here over last night and has gone on to Tokyo. 
P.S. Got to the outskirts of Yokohama with this, but 
the conditions are such that it was dangerous ®» attempt to 
go further, so came back. The postmaster says he will try 
to get this through to a steamer for me soueway or other. 
After the first violent quake several se¥ere shooks 
came quickly. And what followed defies description. Even 
what I witnessed was terrible, as I made my way home from 
Tokyo. People were rushing into the streets. Many gatiuered 
their belongings in piles, outside, hoping to find some way 
to get them carted to safety. Others frantically made off 
with their children carrying bundles on their backs. Houses 
collapsed, occupants were crushed underneath. In some 
cases people were trapped in the ruins alive. Falien poles 
and tangled wires; match-box like houses crowded together, 
overturned charcoal fires for the midday meal was Leing pre- 
pared in many homes. Broken water mains, helpless fire ap- 
paratus, eee ana tron te and dense population added to con- 
fusion. No large parks--or very few, these were and not 
large enough--to afford refuge. Crowds fleeing one way 
jammed against crowds fleeing another direction. Bridges 
over rivers and canals were broken or were too narrow to 
accommodate passage of the swarms of refugees. The panic 


was indescribablg. Screams increased confusion. Many 
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were trodden to death. As the fires spread the heat caused 
the wind to blow in from ail around, anid soon the greaser 

part of Tokyo and Yokohama was an enormous hobocaust. Soldiers 
police and firemen, trided to arrest the progress of the flames 
by dynamiting buildings, but not much was accomplished thus as 
as the fire soread so rapidly. By tvening the fire was raging 
and b y morning there wes ieft the stillness of death and 
smoldering ashes. 

Three-quarters of Tokyo nad been destroyed. Seven or 
eight of the most thickly populated wards of tie city, within 
24 houre had been reduced to a desert. Sixty or seventy thou- 
sand lives were shuffed out. Almost the whole of Yokohama was 
burnt up. Twenty or thirty thousand lives is said to be the 
toll there. 

The country about and the smaller towns and villages 
have suffered  -roportionately. Besides the quake dasage and 
the fires, landslides and tidal waves save devastated the 
coast. Fast trains on the main line of railway to the south- 
ward were wrecked and many lives were lost. 

Martial law has been proclained, and focd rationing has 
begun; we get plenty such as it ie, end are very thankful con- 
sidering what others have suffered. 

We are thankful too for our escape, especially as we 
might have eer tie midst of the worst of the disaster. 
That day my wife, had expected to take the boys to a seabeach 


beyond Yokohama, but somet.iing caused her to stay at ome. 
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Having business in Yokohama, I hurried up there, and was on 
tue steamer wharf and at the Post Office about an hour were 
before tie quake. These places were wrecked and many lives 
were lost. when I had compieted my business in Yokohama I 
hurried to Tokyo, and was on the train pulling in to the 
Central Station when the first violent shock came. This 
station was solidly built to resist carthquake and so was 
little danaged. I stood in the big square in front of tue 
station for somstime waiting for tne shocks to subside cé« 
fore starting the tramp home with the crowds of ficeing 
people. 

The modern ferpré-concrete buiidings in the newey part 
of Tokyo extending west from the Centrul Raiiway Station, 
did not collapse, though mMdly damaged, and the wide yards of 
the Railway Department on one side, and the grounds of the 
Imperial Palace on another, protected this district from the 

fires. 

Household goods and merchandise carried into the strests 
preparatory to expected removal, increased the danger. At 
first people did not realize the immediateness of the fire 
danger. But soon the fires that had broken out in many 

places at onee spread far and wide and the stuff in the mid- 
ale of the streets made it easier for the flases to jumping 


across the streets. Lack of wehicles and lack of space for 
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moving made it impossible to get the streets cidared. Some 
seople sought refuge under the stone arches of tie clevated 
railway, or up on the platforms or tracks above. Sut ta 
heat beease so intense that they perished there. 

A couple of rivers and many canals run through parts of 
the big cities of Tokyo and Yokohama. Merchandise barges on 
which the boa&men and their families live ply back an d 
forth. Many people sought refuge in tiese boats. However 
the boats proved to be firetraps, for the fires becane tre- 
mnendous. The boats and their contents simply afforded the 
flames speedy transit to the other side. In this way the 
flames reeacied the great open space in the north east part 
of the city to whieh some 32,000 people nad fled with their 
belongings. It had been eocupied by some o1d governuent 
buildings which had been torn down to be rebuilt. The re- 
fugees never thought of the fires reaching there. 

From even the worst of conflagrations experienced in 
Tokyo in recent tines--and thers have been some extensive 
ones--this great open space would have b @6n a safe refuge. 
But the magnitude of this sea of flames could only be ii- 
kened to tne terror of forest or orairie fire in America. 
By néght the smoke and flames had come from all around, 
smothering and scorching. The piles of househeld goods 


furnished fuel for tie crenation. 
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It was not for some days that the tragedy in ail ite 
horror became known, for there were very few survivors to 
give any details. It is said that frantic cries for help 
and frenzied prayers and shrieks ro.e above the noise of tie 
flanea. The mass of fire was around on every side, Huving 

jumped the Sumida River and ail intervening vacant space. 
Burning cinders came flying over the whole enclosure, set- 
ting fire to everything combustible, and the heaps of goods 
began to blage. The s¢reama and cries became subdued, but, 
as oné survivors relates, the great multifude rose up and 
sank down with a terrible groan turee times before sinking 
to rise ae more. Ths few that were found alive, some but 
nalf so, were saved y being buried under those who perished. 
The writer knew of one sucgh cuse. 

Tae chief of police of tnis warddof the city and 86 of 
wis men lost their lives in the disaster. Remains of bodies 
of tie police were found around the outskirts of the crowd. 
They had bean trying to find some way of escape for the 
peopie. 

For two or three daya taere was dreadful confusion and 
anarchy. The pebgce were insufficient in number for the 
conditions, and it was somes time before the military police 
got everything under proser control. The lawless glenent 


got out of hand; robbery and surder were reported. Then the 
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young men’s societies, whichare a feature of Japanese communi- 
ty life, took the part of volunteer vigilantes, to crotect 
tne people. Tasy #Sre@, iOWEVEP, BXARREREK Often influeiced 
by false reports, and becane dangerous, especially to Koreans, 
Chinese and other foreigners. It was reported that Koreans 
and others, were murdered, sometimes with great cruelty. Be- 
Sides, wild runors tauat another violent quake wae coming soon, 
and other frightening reports zere cirevlated end caused fur- 
ther panic among the people. Than the authorities begen to 
seatter warnings by airplane all over the district, threatan- 
ing dire punishment to any guilty of maltreating foreigners 
or spreading alarmist reports. (The writer has one of these 
leaflets as a souvenir.) 

After a few days things began to settle down. Wooden 
barracks under police su,ervision were put up for regugees whe 
sad not gone to reiatives and friends in the country. And 
plans for reconstruction begs: to be considercd. « com any of 
about S&& 60 Korean laborers were camped in the hills some 
distanee from cur house. A corps of the vigilantes of our 
agighborhood, having the idea that these Koreans were Likely 
take advantage of the confusion to do mischief, «re conten- 
-plating making an attack on tem. I spoke to some of them 
wits: whom I was acquainted anc reminded them of the Japanese 


inhabitants of Nieolasyvsk in Eastern Siberia who had been 
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magacred not long before, tecause of a false rumor egainst then 
which had been circulated among the Russions cf that town. They 


desisted from their oropcsed attack, and the next day some po.ice 


went up into the Kills snd fetched the Koreans dow to e barracks 
ehich had been erected for them on the other side of the town. 

At the first we had oniy candies, and had to be content with 
charceal fire for cooking. We got plenty of rice but it was the 
ceorest quality, and Japanese flour and course brown sugar. But 
we weresupplied with fresh milk ali the tie. Later we got bread, 
stale butter, but also fresh fish, some fresh fruit and vegetables. 
We ere very thankful to have fared 30 weil. 

A eertain prominent agnostic put ingto one of the Tokyo En- 
@lish papers as soon as it began getting out a regular edition o- 
gain, s challenge of faith in God. How can one continue to believe 
in God after such a tragedy: he s#id. To which someone answered 
that, as the Apostie Paul put it, if men turn form tre true God 
to faise gods, and professing to be wise become fools~--foolish 
enough to tolerate firetrap cities, what else can be expected: 

A few days after the first day of the earthquake, I went 
sith ea Japanese friend to Tokyo from Tsurumi. We had to walk 76% 
$hree miles up the raiiway track to find @ train. The irack had 
not yet been repaired beyond that point, ani only one track was in 
us@. It was not too firm everywhere along its course from the 


outskirts of Tokyo. We had heard that a freight train wouid be 
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run two or three tines a day ss ar a the track had bd en re# 
paired and rebailasted, for the accomodation of refugees or seo ple 
seeking f:iends and reiativesa. No fare was charged. But you had 
Lo get on @s best you could at your own risk. 

The train consisted of open box Gars. When we got to the 
train it was already Growded, but we managed to squeeze into one 
of the boxcars (the sort thet are open at the top). It was very 
hot weather and the gun beat down fiereciy. I had taken an ume 
treila, and when I put it up, for my friend and myself, a few 
other heads crowded in uncer it toc. We had to wait an heur un- 
tii the train started. Everybody was stancing up. It reninded 
ané of the pictures of the first raiiway trains in £2 ngiand, only 
tii Was much sore uncomfortable. The train stosped several times 
on the way, not only for accomodation of passengers, but because 
the roadbed heeded rebiasting to keep the train level. The road- 
bed had wen thoroughly wrecked by the quake shock. And wherever 

the ground had been at al. dees,ly filled in, the wreck of the 
roadbed was compete . Rails and ties sometimes wer e¢ left hang- 
ing over a cioem. One train that ran along the shore on a cliff 
was thrown inte the sea at the fine of the first great sock, and 
many Lives were lost there. 

At length we teached the southern outskirts of Tokyo; the 
train went no farther. we hed to walk across the city, and on the 


10Sth weet side we came to the line of railway running to the west 
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coast. A refugee t rain of open box feeight cars was being run 
out inte the country. we boarded t..is for goue miles under the 
Saue crowded conditions. The dust and heat were terrific. Much 
of the ruins of the great city were yet io6 and smoldering. But 
here and tuere were streang of water running, from the broken 
water saing of the city water supply. At these spots sen who had 
come back froa the country to look up their buainess locations, 
were guenching their thirst. 

We ieft this second train souwue wiles out and started across the 
ecuntry to hunt up Japanese friends. #s expected that they had 
fied in t.at direction, to find relatives there. Finally we found 
then safe and sound, but having lost all their srozerty. The housess 
all about the country were filied with refugees. We stayed with 
cur friends that night. #8 lay in rews on the mateflocrs; certain 
rooms were for the xen, and others for the women and the little 
Gniidren. 

The next morning carly we tramped back to the city with Ja ,- 
anese friends, who were going to look up the ruing of their pre- 
quake locations in order to start to cieax the ground, and to cone 
etruct the temporary suall buildings which the government allowed 
at first--under rigid fire sestrictions. There were no funds to 
Go much reconstruction at the first. Bat since then the conplete 
ciuangs and renovetion that has taken lace in Tokyo and Yokohama 


is very remarkable. The two cities compare very favorably now with 
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our western cities. 

Gouing to the city, I went around the ruins of the city, and 
Saw the territic havece Half burned bodies were scattered about, 
or fiosating in the canals and rivers. Police and soldiers were 
patrolling everywhere, and SOme Were engaged in dynamiting ruins 
of cld brick buildings and walls whith were in danger of falling. 
The work of gathering the bodies for ereuwation, ai of clesring a- 
way the debris from the streets was going on. 

{ found that the Imperial Hotel, a new solid structure, had 
withstood the quake, and that no fire had broken out in that see~ 
tion. It sas being used by the foreigners of ali nationalities 
as headyuarters. The English and Awemican Embassies wre installed 
there, both exbassics having been destroyed,43 wkll as those of 
Other nations. All refuge.s were registering tneir nanes at these 
enbassies for transuission home. The oniy rapid coamuanicution at 

he first and for sone tins was by a wireless station at Punabashi 
some distance north of Tokyo, by wiich Hawaii could be reached un- 
der favorable conditions. The transocéanic cable station at Yoko- 
“ude was re -orted to have been completely destroyed and most of the 
staff killed. This was the case with telephone and te egraph sta- 
tions alse, and uany other public buiidings, and electric power 
houses. 

The wireless station at Funabagihi was crow ed with government 


messages and news flashea, ana it wae some time before lists of Ame 
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erican and other refugees’ names were sent abroad. In the con- 
fusion sone names were omitted. That wae the case with the name 
of the writer and his famiiy; our friends at home, seeing the 
Lists in the oepvers, feared we had been lest in the Gisaster. Fine 
ally, my brother in the State Department at W ashington sent an ine 
guiry to the American consul at Kobe (by cable via Manii, I bel- 
ieve) and received word from him that we Here safe. The Kobe con- 
sul made inquiries among foreign refugees who had gone hy boat 
from Yokohama to Kobe, and found someone who knew that we nas 
survived. My letter which the Tsurumi vostmaster managed to get 
@nto sume steamer, finally reached A merica, 30 days jater. 
th Japanese friend of mine who was secretary of the Baptist 

Mission in Tokyo, was in a barber shop being shaved at the time 
of the firstshock. As the littie buiiding colisosed the barber 
and he fled. He Was but salf shaved. Later in the day, se was 
chalienged by some of the improvised vigilantes who were armed 
wits staves and spears. They suspected him of being a radical 
of some sort because of his peculiar manner of wearing sis beard? 
Fortunately he was able to speak their mmax language, or it would 

nave fared badly with him. Many poor koreans, and Chinese suf-~ 
fered at the hands of these overezgealous peace officers, until 
the military police got things under control. The regula& police 
were quite insufficient in number under the prevailing conditions. 


Tnere were landslides at towns along the coasts, and in one 
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tow 50® houses were carried away by « tidal wave. The Biuff at 
Yokonas. suffersd severely. The whole fron of it with the houses 
of foraiguers end well-to-do Japsnege slid down onto the Kotuachi 
B10 >ping agetion ef the city, causing deat: to a wulti@ude of peo- 
oBe,. Then the fire swept the whele top of the Bluff, os well as 
the city beiow. 

t Yokosuka, the Naval vort, (in Tokyo Bay some 35 niles to- 
ward the Pacific) there was destruction on « vast stale, and grea 
loss of lifes, by  ,wake, fire and landslides. The last eccurred be- 
couse of a lorge part of the city being built on steep hills. 
2iite a number of se col girls were engulfed by one of these iand- 
slides. Tega wers found alive whemm they were dug out efter be- 
ing under the debris for two or three days. The buiiding was erush- 
ed but not sufficient to injure thee seriously since there were cre- 
voces through ehich ar and a little light flitered in; and there 
wae c trickling stream of water which quencied their thirst. 

in oiletank at Yokosuka exploded causing terrible havee. Oii 
goresd all over the water tere and at Yokohama, epreading death by 
ite burning, to many who were in the water. The Sumida river was 
full of corpses of people who had jumpe@& in, or had been pushed in 
by crows pressing begind them trying to escape from the fire. This 
wac true elso of some of the canals which run through Tokys. 

A large number of prominent people iost their lives. Some
